American.s who propose to take bi- 


cycle tours through Europe during the 
present summer will do well to acquaint 
themselves with-th-e'.rules, which, the 
various European countries have laid 
down in regard to foreign cyclers. To 
'be taken unawares' or to fl>e caught 
napping, especially in a foreign coun- 
try, is very unpleasant, and therefore 
travelers who are wise will carefully 
st.udy -the following rules before they 
cross the Atlantic. The duty on cycles 
brought into France is $48.25 on every 
222 pounds—about 25 cents per pound, 
dead weight. This duty must he paid on 
cycles imported for sale, and the same 
amount maj- be required as a deposit 
from an}' American who lands in Franco 
with a cycle, even though his sole inten- 
tion is to tour the country on bis wheel. 
It seems, however, that this deposit is 
only required in exceptional cases and 
when the authorities have reason to sus- 
pect that, foreign cyclists arc notbona 
iide tourists. When the deposit is maelc 
a lead seal is attached to the cycle with 
the custom house mark stamped on it. 
The tourist can leave the country by 
any frontier, and as soon as he crosses 
'French territory the deposit is returned 
to him. 


There is in France an annual tax of 


two dollars on each cycle, but this is 
only collected from residents and not 
from tourists. TKe revenue from this 
tax,' which in 1896 amounted to i,000,- 
OOOf., is spent on improving the public 
highwas's. Anyone touring through 
France will have to observe the follow- 
ing ministerial decree: 


"Each wheel must he provided with a 


gronc or bell capable of being heard at a 
distance of 50 yards. A plate, bearing the 
name and address of the owner, must be at- 
tached to cycle. Lanterns must be lighted 
at sundotwn. 


"Cyclist must take the right on meeting 
a. vehicle and, when passing one, must take 
the left, decreasing speed and sounding 
ihe bell. 


"In crowded thoroughfares the cyclist 
must dismount and lead his wheel. 
"Cyclists are forbidden to form groups, 
so as to obstruct the public ways, or to 
pass through funeral corteges or military 
processions. 
"Cyclists are forbidden to cycle on pave- 
men-ts and footpaths reserved for pedes- 
trians, except In the country where the 
roads are paved or being mended. Incases 
where it is permitted to cycle on the foot- 
paths the cyclist must moderate Tils speed 
when meeting pedestrians." 


All French railroads are required to 


carry cycles as baggage, and ore held 
responsible for any damage, the amount 
of indemnity varying according 
to 


whether the cyclist is traveling first, 
second or third class. 
'' 


In Germany the duty on cycles is 


about three cents per pound. Tourists, 
however, are entirely unrestricted, and 
need not pay any deposit. 


In Austria there is a duty of $12.00 on 


every cycle imported for sale. Each 
ioiirist, too. must deposit ten dollars at

In Denmark the duty is ten per cent, 


ad valorem, and tourists must make o 
deposit equal to that amount as a guar- 
antee that thoir wheels arc not for sale. 
This deposit is refunded only at the 
custom house where the entry was 
made, unless a special permitis granted 
allowing the cyclist to obtain the de- 
posit through another customs bureau. 


In Egypt the duty is eight per cent, 


ad valorem, and the same formality is 
observed as in Denmark.- 
Cyclists 


should be sure to get a receipt for the 
money deposited, of which only seven 
per cent, will be refunded. 


There is no duty in England. 
In Greece the duty is two dollars on 


each cycle, and tourists are required to 
pay a deposit of two dollars and an 
octroi duty of 40 cents. The latter is 
refunded, but of the two dollars, one 
dollar is retained "for expense," and 
oven more may be retained if the cyclist 
docs not leave the country by the same 
custom house. 


In Italy the duty is $8.11, and tourists 


are required to deposit this amount, 
which is refunded when they leave the 
country. No deposit, however, need be 
made by members of the Touring Club 
de France. 


The duty in Spain is $13.52 per 222' 


pounds—about six cents per pound. A 
temporary pass of six months' duration 
is given to each tourist, and for this 
20 cents is charged. A dejMsit equiva- 
lent'to. the amount of duty miist also 
be made, and this will bo duly reluifded. 
There are many tedious formalities in 
connection with the importation of cy- 
cles into Spain, and tourists who do not' 
care to waste time will do well to ob- 
tain the services of a commissionaire 
on the frontier, or of an international 
custom house broker at either'of the 
frontier towns, Hendaye or Cerbere. 
Much trouble willbe saved in this way; 
moreover, if a mistake is made in the 
declaration the amount of duty will be 
forfeited and a fine imposed.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

The Armcrin. 


The United States owns one vessel 


that stands by herself, that has no 
ccmnterpart in American waters. She 
is the Armeria, the lighthouse supply 
ship. All the j ear she is busy carrying 
oil to lighthouses on our coast, and not 
only oil, but towels,, wicks, brushes, 
soap, brooms, cutlery, stationery—all 
the things that the government sup- 
plies to lighthouses and their keepers. 
The Armeria is a big white steamer with 
yellow funnel and uniformed officers, 
so that you can tell from afar that she 
is a government v essel, but she does not 
belong to the navy; she is one of the 
great fleet controlled by the treasury 
department and devoted to services 
that have nothing to do with war. 
There are about J.50 light stations on 
the Pacific coast and about 265 on the 
great lakes. Oil is (purchased in the 
west for the lake stations, but all the 
rest are supplied from the government 
depot on Staten Island. The oil for 
the Pacific coast is &ent around the horn 
in sailing vessels, and the Armeria car- 
ries all they need to all the rest of the 
United States liehthouses.

Indnstrloni, Temperate, Peaceful ana 


Charitable to One Another. 


There is a Chinese population of near- 


ly 10,000 in New York city, but it is a 
rare sight to see any Chinaman apply- 
ing for help at any of the public chai ita- 
ble institutions of that city, &uys a 
Gotham exchange. The Chinese are 
always ready to assist each other in all 
the emergencies of life. Most of them 
belong to societies of mutual assistance 
on the Chinese plan. When one of them 
is penniless he can borrow money. 
When one is ill nurses furnish the 
needed service and if he dies tlip ex- 
penses of the burial are always easily 
obtained. 
Several hundreds of them 


have become well off through the busi- 
ness of their washhouses. There are no 
loafers among them; they arc all noted 
for their industrious lives. 
Few of 


them are addicted to the opium habit, 
though many of them occasionally in- 
dulge in the fumes of the drug. It is 
mainly the wealthy men among- thorn 
who enjoy the luxury of Chinese wh es, 
but others who desire to form white 
matches find no difficulty in doing so, 
as far Us obtaining mates is concerned. 
As a rule the children born of the&c 
unions adopt the American style of 
life. The Chinese of New York boast 
that they produce proportionally few er 
criminals thani any other element of 
the population.
